HE Count de Goes, Envoy extraordi- 

-’ nary from the Emperor, has notified to 

the Penfionary, and to all the Forreign 

Minifters that refide at this Court, that 

he had receiv’'d an Exprefs from Italy, 

with the News that on the 15th Inftant, there had 
been a Battle between the Armys of Prince Eugene, 
and of the K. of Spain, in which the latter was en- 
tirely defeared. That of the French, 7o0o were 
kill'd on the place. That the Imperialifts after ha- 
ving put the French to the Rout and purfued them 
all Night, remain’d Mafters of the Field of Bartle, 
and of the Cannon and all the Baggage of the Ene- 


my. 
On the 28th in the Morning, The following Let- 
ter was printed at the Hague. 


4 Letter from Prince Eugene of Savoy, General of 
the Army of H» Imperial Majefty in Italy, to Count 
Extraordinary from Hu faid Majefty at 
the 

From Luzara, Aug. 16.. 
N the laft Journal I fent you, it was mention’d 
among other things, that the Enemy had diftri- 
buted Powder and Ball to their Troops on the 13th, 
and had given out that they would march the next 

Day, and that I was of Opinion we might come to 

a Battle if they fhould march : It has happen’d ac- 

cordingly ; for having Notice by my Scouts that 

they advanced this way, and were already near Lu- 
xara, 1 immediately march’d hither; and drew up 

my Army in Order of Battle; but having had but a 

very little time to take this March in , while I was 


ranging my Men anew in Battalia, the Enemy drew - 


nearcr and nearer, till it came to a General Battle, 
which was decided to the advantage of his Imperial 
Majefty, and to the Glory of his Arms. I have not 
time to give you the particulars at length ; but 
while I am difpatching the Count de Vellen to the 
K. of the Romans before Landau, have charg’d him 
to fend an Exprefs to you, either from Infpruck or 
Ausburg; and I defire you to fend my Letter to 
Count Wratislau, and the other Minifters in your 
Parts; affuring you that by the firft Courier I will 
fend you an ample relation of this Victory, in which 
thall be inferted the particulars of the kilP'd and 
wounded on our fide ; of the firlt of thefe is Prince 
Commerci, whofe Valour was univerfally known, 
and in whom the Emperor has loft a General, who 
on all Occafions has manifefted his Abilities to our 
Enemys Coft. Mean time I will acquaint you in 
general, that the Action began at 5 a Clock in the 
Evening, that by 6 we were clofe engag’d, and that 
our Right Wing atrack’d the Enemy with that Fury, 
that I am oblig’d to own, that in my Life I never 
beheld Men, both Officers and private Soldiers , 
- Horfe and Foot, behave themfelves with fo much 
P.efolution. The Number of the Enemy, and how 
much we are inferiour to them, is well known; and 
yet we attack’d them in their own Pofts, and not 
only gain’d the Field (with all their kill’d and wound- 
ed (which are actually in our Hands) and drove 
them 1000 [Paces from the Place of Battle, firft om 


our Right Wing, and afterwards on all fides fout 
times fucceffively ; but what renders this Action the 
more glorious is, That the Enemy had all the Ad- 
vantage of the Ground, having a Country full of 
Enclofures before them. The Bravery of out Left 
Wing is not to be exprefs'd, efpecially of the Horfe, 
who had the Enemy’s Infantry to encounter; for not 
being abie ro come at them, to charge them with 
Sword in Hand, they made ufe of their Fire-Arms 
to beat them out of their Retrenchménts 3 their 
Gens d’Arms in particular were utterly routed. I 
continued all this Day to Cannonade them, there 
not being above a Mufquet fhot diftance between 
us; and fhould have renew’d the Fight, had nor the 
Enemy quitted their Pofts under favour of the 
Night, leaving behind all that was in them; but 
they have retrench’d themfelves again in fucha 
manner, that ’tis impoffible to attack them. Having 
thus obtain’d a fignal Victory through the affiftance 
of the Almighty, I have thought it my Duty to Or+ 
der a Solemn Te Deum to be fung; and con- 
clude, Ge. -

Army continued encamp’d at Tefta along the Par- 
megiana; and that being weaken'd by the Garri- 
fons that @er¢ put into Modena, Reggio, and other 
“ary in the Dutchy of Modena; Prince Vaudemont 

ad detach’d 12 Battallions, and 20 Squadrons, 
which on the 11th pafs’d the Po at Cafal Maggiore, 
and were expected in the Camp at Tefta on the 
13th or 14th; and that the Army would break up 
as foon as they were arriv’d. 

Pars, Aug. 23. This Night at 10a Clock, the 
Duke de Villeroy arriv’d Poft from the Army in Ita- 
ly, which he left on the 17th, at 1 ih the Morning: 
who brings Advice, That on the 15th in the Morn- 
ing, the Army pafs'd the Parmegiana and the Ta- 
gliata, and advanced near Luzara; where Prince 
Eugene having pafs’d the Zeto, was drawn up in 
order of Battle, on a Caufey along the Po, betwixt 
the Croftolo and the Zero. He began the Fight 
about 5 in the Evening with the Infantry, the 
Ground being fo narrow and full of Enclefures, that 
the Horfe could not act. In fhort, the Enemy gave 
back, and were purfu’d till Night, when they halted 
and intrench’d themfelves. "Tis believ’d they have 
loft above 6000 Men, and among them the Prince 
de Commercy. Count Guido of Staremberg, and fe- 
veral General Officers were wounded. ; 
The K. of Spain has loft 1500 Men, and among 
them the Marquis de Crequy, the Marquis de Mons 
tandre, and the Count de Revel; befides the 
wounded, of which a Lift will be given with the 
particulars of the Action. 

The written News from Paris of the 2$th, which # 
known to come conftantly from Paris, (not without the 
allowance of that Government,) and which in our Ccf= - 
fee-Houfes is commonly call’d The Gazette ala Main 3 
has thefe Additions. to the Account of the Fight abowc+ 
mention’d in the Article of Paws, 
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On the 16th, which was the next day after the 
Bartle, there was great Cannonading on both fides, 
and we took the Caftle of Luzara; in which the E- 
nemy had 500 Men, who furrender’d on Difcretion. 
In the Action of the 15th, the Duke de Lefdiguieres 
was wounded flightly in the Face, the Count de 


Grancy in the Writ, the Marquis de Sezane in the - 


Arm, and the Marquis d’Arennes, Brother of the 
Major-General, mortally. The King of Spain got 
away from thofe who were appointed to take care of 
him,and expos’d himifelf in the Action. The Prifoners 
fay, That young Prince Vaudemont is dangeroufly 
wounded. Our Bridge on the Oglio at Pontcoles 
is finifh’d, and that on the Po, over againft Luzara, 
was to be perfected on the 17th; where the Prince 
of Vaudemont may eafily joyn us; a‘ter which we 
fhall atrack the Enemy in their Retrenchments. 
From the Paris Gazette, Dated Aug. 26. _ 
From the Army under the D. of Burgundy, encamped 
at Rythoven, Aug. 18. 

On the 13th, the Duke of Berwick was fent to 
Eyndhovyen with 2 Brigades of Infantry, 1 of Horfe, 
and 2 Regiments of Dragoons, with 10 pieces of 
Cannon. - The fame day the Enemy encamped at 
Hamont, extending their Right along the River Aa, 
which is behind them, as far as Heefen within two 
Leagues of Eyndhoven. The 15th at Night, the 
Duke of Burgundy being gone to view a Poft on 
the Left near Eyndhoven, pafs’d over the Dommel, 
and took notice of a Culumn of Horfe that was 
marching on the other fide of the River Aa. He 
fent out Scouts, who brought Advice that they were 
guarding a Convoy from Bolduc: This he refolv’d 
to attempt to carry off, and Ordered the Horfe on 
the Left Wing, and the Troops in Eyndhoven to 
hold themfelves in a readinefs. The 15th he mount- 
ed on Horfeback at 6 in the Morning, and advanc'd 
to Geldorp near the River Aa; where he was in- 
form’d that che Guard of that Convoy confifted of 
6000 Horfe, and 7000 Foot, feveral Deferters con- 
firm’d the fame, and that the Army of the Enemy 
‘was in motion , and this was further confirm’d by 
a Courier from the Governour of Weert: fo that 
confidering the Enemy might fall upon him in the 
Flank, and not having time to draw together the 
whole Army to reat them, he order'd the Troops 
to return to their Pofts. 

From the Hague Gaeztte, Dated Aug. 28. 
From the Camp of the Allies under the Earl of Marl- 
borough at Helteren, Aug, 26. 

The two Armys having Cannonaded each other 
for 2 days, our Generals refolv’d to attack the Ene- 
my on the 25th, being St. Lewis's Day, betimes in 
the Morning; and accordingly my Lord Marlbo- 
rough caus’d the neceffary Preparations to be made 
the Nighc before, and had agreed upon the Order 
of Battle with the reft of the Generals. But in the 
Night of the 24th, Intelligence was brought that 
the Enemy was decamp’d without Beat of Drum, 
and were retiring in great hurry, towards Moll and 
Balen. The 25th at break of Day, the Earl of 
Marlborough and the Earl of Athlone march’d at 
the head of 40 Squadrons.to follow the French, 
leaving Orders with the reft of the Army to be rea- 
dy to move, in cafe they fhould be commanded ; 
but the Enemy had made fo much hafte that they 
could not be overtaken. Only Brigadier Wood 
with fome Squadrons of Horfe fell upon their Rear- 
Guard , which confifted cf Horfe of the King’s 
Houfhold, of whom he kill’'d 40, and took 58 Pri- 
forers with their Horfes, moft of them perfons of 
Quality. Monfieur Obdam, with the Detachment 
under his Command, march’d this Morning to in- 
veft Venlo (where he will arrive next Monday) on 
this fide of the Maes, and the fame will be done by 
the Pruffian and Dutch Troops, under the Prince of 
Naffau Saarbruk on the other fide of that River, 
The French left behind them in their Camp fo, 


hafte, a great number of Shovels, Pickaxes, Muf. 
quets and Bayonets. "Tis faid they have loft the 
Count de Maurdeer: ; and the Deferters tell us, 
that our Cannon kill’d and wounded a grear number 
of them on the 23d. 


Cowes, Aug. 19. This day arriv’d the two Sifters 
of and from Gelaway, the Mafter of which fays, 
That he was taken by a Fiench Privateer off Balti- 
more, but ranfon’d his Ship for 12000 Livres. He 
adds, That he met Sir Clencfly Shevel off the Edj- 
Jtone, with 4 Men of War and a Firefhip.
